M. BRIAND HONOURED IN 
DEATH BY SENATE.

PARIS,. Thursday. 


When the gates ef the Foreign Ministry 


on the Quai d'Orsay were opened this 
afternoon at two o'clock at least three 
thousand people were lined up waiting to 
pey their last respects to Monsieur 
Aristide Briand, who had in death entered 
this morning for the last time the vast 
grey building from which for so many 
years he directed the destinies of France. 

Men and women of all walks of life. 
children, ex-soldiers wearing their decora- 
tions, priests, and men in uniform filed 
slowly by the catafalque in the gorgeous 
Clock Room, where the dead statesman 
had lived one of his greatest moments in 
the signing of the ellogg-Briand Pact 
to outlaw war. 

For seven hours the mourning crowds 
filed past at the rate of between two 
thousand and three thousand per hour. 

The Senate this afternoon unanimously 
adopted a motion declaring that M. 
Briand has deserved well of his country. 
A similar honour was paid to Clemenceau 
Foch and Joffre. 

Sir John Simon will arrive in Paris 
from. Geneva on Saturday morning. He 
will see M. Tardieu during the morning, 
and will attend M. Briand's funeral.

HOUSE OF LORDS WAR 
MEMORIAL. 


From Oun Own ConnaspPowpsyT. 
LONDON, Thursdoy. 
HE PRINCE OF WALES unveiled the 
House of Lords War M ial this 
afternoon in the Royal Gallery, where 
it occupies a recess. 

Designed by Mr. John Tweed, the memo- 
rial is a group of two figures in bronze, a 
youth, his task finished, offering up his 
sword to a representation of country. The 
figures stand out against a stone background 
on a pedestal of Porbeck marble, with the 
inseription Ia Piam Memoriam—1914-1919.”’ 
On either side are oak panels with the 
names of the 243 peers and officers of the 
House and their sons whom the memorial 
commemorates. 

Among the names are those of Lord 
Annesley, Marquess Conyngham, Viscount 
Crichton, Lord De Trom an Ei Longford, 
Lord Rosse, and Lord Shannon, with the 
names of many a cadet of a noble Irish 
house, such as Annesley, Blackwood, Browne, 
Boyle, Butler, Fitzgerald, French, Hamil- 
ton, O'Neill, Shaughnessy, Trench and 
Wellesley. The names are commemo- 
rated in two illominated volumes, each on 
a separate page of vellum, giving parentage, 
education, public service prior to the war, 
service in the war, and circumstances of 
death. 

The ceremony was severely simple. The 
Prince was in morning dress, and most of 
the privileged spectators were in dark 
clothes. he Archbishop of Canterbury, 
in his robes, read the prayers, the choir of 
the Chapel Royal, in their scarlet tunics, 
— “O God, Our Help in Ages Past, 
and the Lord Great Chamberlain asked the 
Prince to unveil the memorial, which he did 
with a few well chosen words.

A GREAT GERMAN 
POET. 


LECTURE ON GOETHE IN 
DUBLIN, 


The Goethe Centenary was celebrated yes- 
terday at University College, Dublin, by a 
cama lecture on Goethe, given by Professor 

ary M. Macken M.A. The President of 
the College occupied the chair, and was sup 
ported by Dr. von Dehn, the German Minis- 
ter, and Professor M. Tierney. 

Professor Macken said that Germany 
would celebrate on March 22 the centenary 
of the death of her national poet, her 
8 man in the domain of the imagine- 
i Goethe lived almost beyond the 
allotted human span, being only five months 
short of 83 when he ded, and actively 
engaged in literary composition up to a few 
days before the end. For nearly thirty years 

ore his death Goethe had broken through 
national barriers, and had become an inter 
national figure. During his lifetime Weimar, 
where he spent his youth, became a place of 
pilgrimage for islanders and mainianders 
interested in art, literature, and personality. 
In Germany and Austria kings and princes 
vied with one another to do him honour. 
Geologists and botanists called stones and. 
plants after him. Beethoven sent a special 
musician messenger to Weimar with some of 
his musical arrangements for Goethe's son 
Schubert sent to Weimar matchless music fo 
the matchless Goethe lyrics. 

Clarke Robinson reported 
Goethe was the idol of the German literary 
public, and that the critics of the new 
school asserted that the poetic fire of genius 
had been possessed in its perfection only by 
four men, and that Goethe was one of them, 
the others being Homer, Cervantes and 
Shakespeare. The explanation, undoubtedly, 
was the potency of a poetic inspiration which 
had found such diverse modes of expression, 
He was a remarkable figure outside his own 
domain of pure poetry. His scientific 
interests were many. 


THE POET AND IRELAND.

BELFAST, Thursday. 

HE debates in the Northern Parlia- 

ment on the Address in reply to the 
King’s Speech disclosed the fact, some- 
times obscured, that distress is still acute 
throughout the Six Counties, notwith- 
standing the reduced official unemploy- 
ment figures. It was stated by members 
of the Opposition that “‘ absolute starva- 
tion prevails in some districts, due to 
the harsh administration of the various 
schemes of benefit for the workless. It 
can scarcely be doubted that destitution 
is widespread, but even Governments 
cannot overstep the existing laws, and 
when ple are not qualified for insur- 
ance’ benefits, they cannot be granted 
illegally. 

Parliament set up the Courts cf 
Referees and the Public Assistance Com- 
mittees to administer the Act, and the 
responsibility rests with them as to the 
allocation of the dole, according to the 
evidence put forward on behalf of the 
claimants. That is the legal position, 
explained by the Minister of Labour, 
whose sympathy with the workless army 
is generally admitted; but in cases of 
extreme hardship perhaps a little niore 
consideration for poverty might be given 
by those who hold the balance. 

Bright spots in the industrial gloom 
were found in the improvement of the 
linen trade and in rope-making, the 
former to the extent of £200,000 in eleven 
weeks, and the latter in a doubled wages 
bill. 


A LAND OF GARDENS. 


The proposals to provide garden plots 
for unemployed persons in the Northern 
Province will receive legislative sanc- 
tion, and the decision of the Government 
has given general satisfaction. Men who 
cultivate these allotments will still retain 
all their rights to the “‘ dole,” while they 
will be interested in tilling the soil and 
providing food for their own homes. This 
is a step in the se direction, and 
reminds one of the o slogan, Back to 
the Land,” even if it is only a beginning 
in a small way.

ALLEGED ILLEGAL 
FISHING. 


“NO STRONG LANGUAGE 
USED,” 


Ta -hearing of charges connected with 


alleged illegal trawling, brought against 
three members of the crew of the 
Teroma, of Fleetwood, was continued at 
Stornoway Sheriff Court yesterday. The men 
were Charles Henry Taylor (masier), Walter 
R. Bowie {first hand), and John Brown 
(second hand). 

On Wednesday Captain Angus, of the 
Fishery Protection cruiser, Norma, stated 
that after surprising a trawler half a mile 
off the Butt of Lewis without fishing lights, 
he chased her for eighty miles and lost her 
in a fog bank. The men were charged with 
illegal trawling, obstructing the Commander 
of the Norma in the execution of bis duty, 
‘id with concealing the trawler's registration 
number, 

Taylor was further charged with failing to 
show the regulation lights while fishing at 
night and while being overtaken by the 
orma. 

Taylor and Bowie were further charged 
with causing a collision between the vessels 
by swinging the Teroma suddenly across the 
Norma's bow, with the object of obstructing 
her crew in the executión of their duty. 
Chief Officer Murray, of the Norma, cross- 
examined by Mr. Taylor, for the defence, 
said that during the chase he saw a member 
of the trawler’s crew on the forecastle paint 
ever the number.

DUBLIN NATURALISTS’ 
LECTURE. 


. Plant Díseáses and their Causes was 
the title of a lecture delivered to a meeting 
of the Dublin Naturalists’ Field Club b 
Dr. P. A. Murphy in the Royal Irish 
Academy, 19 Dawsen street, Dublin, befare 
a large attendance. 

Dr. P. A. Murphy dealt with the advance 
made in the study of. plant diseases, and 
said that in this branch of botanical research 
the work done in Ireland was very highly 
thought of by scientific savants. The course 
of research carried out at the Albert Agricul 
tural College, Glasnevin, was especially 
notable, and had received the r ution of 
the Empire Marketing Board, which had 

iven the college authorities a financial grant. 

The most notable work done at the Albert 
College was directed towards the study of 
the causes, effects, and treatment of the 
potato disease. This scourge was at one 
time so bad in Ireland that the annuai yield | 
per acre had fallen as low as one ton and a 
half. “Now,” concluded the lecturer, “as 
a result of studies carried out, the annual 
yield per acre during the last thirty years 
has not fallen below three and a half tons.

Railways and Roads. 


Daily the plight of the Free State 
railways produces an increasing volume 
of protest. To the reproaches of share- 
holders and railwaymen is added the voice 
of traders, merchants and live-stock 
dealers, who foresee ruin for themselves 
if the railways are allowed to continue 
on their downward career, The latest 
outcry comes from the directors of the 
Waterford Chamber of Commerce, In 
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country was based largely on economic 
issues, cannot disrégard the logic of this 
most vital of Ireland's economic needs. He 
must tackle the problem with a firm hand ; 
for with every passing day the ruin of the 
railways draws nearer. It is, perhaps, too 
much to expect that the new Government 
will be affected by an example from 
England; but there, as here, the trouble 
is instant. Mr. Pybus, the British 
Minister of Transport, has announced his 
intention to grapple immediately with 
the problems of road and rail, and pro- 
poses to appoint a committee that will 
examine and define the proper functions 
of the two agencies.

The Church of England. 


Twenty years ago the mass of English 
Churchmen regarded their Church’s official 
union with the State as an unassailable 
and almost sacred thing. To-day dis- 
establishment not only is an arguable 
policy, but is demanded with increasing 
force as the most effective remedy for 
the Church's internal disorders, The two 
extremes of opinion—Protestant and 
Anglo-Catholic—favour it for different 
reasons; and Anglo-Catholic discontent 
was inflamed by Parliament's rejection of 
the Revised Prayer-book in 1928. Two 
years afterwards the Archbishops appointed 
a Commission on the Relations between 
Church and State; it includes fifteen 
members and still is conducting its in- 
vestigations. Now the official organ of 
the Church Self-Government Leaguehas put 
forward for public discussion a drastic 
programme of reform. This programme 
demands, with other things, the Church's 
control, in reasonable measure, over the 
appointments to her own higher offices ; 
her freedom of discipline in matrimonial 
matters, and her native independence in 
all things spiritual. It requires also the 
repeal of the Act of Submission of the 
Clergy, the Act of Uniformity and the Act 
of Queen Elizabeth which enforces sub- 
scription to the Articles. The adoption of 
this policy by the Church of England 
would be nothing less than a voluntary 
act of disestablishment. We learn, there- 
fore, with some surprise, from the 
Morning Post that among the wvice- 
presidents of the Church Self-Government 
League; which proposes it, is a clear 
majority of the Episcopal Bench. Further- 
more, four (including three bishops) of the 
fifteen members of the Commission on the 
Relations between Church and State are 
vice-presidents of the League. It is true 
that the League's constitution forbids it 
to advocate reforms until they have been 
‘approved by the Church Assembly; but, 
if the Assembly's final and formal views 
on disestablishment are found to reflect 
the apparent views of the League s twenty- 
nine episcopal vice-presidents, they will 
light a candle in England which will not 
readily be put out. Some parts of the 
Leagues programme would find short 
shrift at the hands of Parliament.

Noxious Drugs. 


For various reasons Egypt has been, 
since the War, at once the chief victim of 
the drug traffic and the field oí the most 
serious attempts to suppress it. In 1929 
it was estimated that half a million 
Egyptians were addicted to heroin or 
similar drugs, and the country abounded 
with international traffickers, plying their 
deadly trade not only among the dregs 
of the cities, but among the ignorant 
peasantry. The reports, therefore, of the 
Egyptian Central Narcotics Bureau yield 
particular information on the traffic’s 
process. Russell Pasha, the Bureau's 
director, is unrelenting in his efforts, 
which have shown a considerable success. 
Egypt's number of addicts has been 
diminished noticeably, and Russell Pasha 
believes that, with the effective co-opera- 
tion oí all Governments, the curse 
eventaally will be dispelled. The whole 
problem is to check the drug supplies at 
their fount. Despite local legislation and 
the ‘active sympathy of the League of 
Nations, the Governments have not vet 
contrived to prevent large leakages. 
During the first six months of 1930 mone 
than four tons of morphine and heroin 
escaped by some means from control in 
Franee, and were despatched at once on 
their evil mission by the illicit traffickers. 
Similar escapes, says The Times, are 
possible from ail. countries where the 
manufacture of dangerous drugs lies in 
private hands—particularly if the 
penalties for their illicit manufacture or 
sale are inadequate.

Sovereigns for Sale. 


The sharp drop in the value of gold is 
reflected in the offers by jewellers and 
bullion dealers for sovereigns. In place 
of the 27s. 6d. which was the quotation 
last week, the present price is round 
about 25s. There is a general idea that 
the bullion dealers have made vast profits, 
but, though they have been transacting 
an active business, they have been work- 
ing on a very narrow margin, and the 
suddenness of the fall has involved many 
af them in actual loss. Sovereigns have 
had to be sold at less than the price 
paid for them, and, in view of the extent 
of the turnover, the deficiency is consider- 
able. It was noticeable to-day that the 
signs inviting a sale of sovereigns had 
disappeared from jewellers’ windows. 


Reform of the Lords, 


The Reform of the House of Lords, ap- 
tently, is regarded more seriously by 
the rank and file of the Conservative Party 
than by the leaders. The unanimous 
vote at the Unionist Conference on Tues- 
day cannot be ignored, and a number 
af members are banding themselves to- 
gether to secure reform during the life- 
time of the present Parlianent. No line 
of action has been settled, but they intend 
to exercise pressure on Ministers in 
public and in private until definite steps 
are taken. e importance of reform 
has been stressed frequently by the party 
leaders, but opportunities for the neces- 
sary legislation have been allowed to pass, 
and the Parliament Act still throws its 
shadow over the proceedings of the 
Upper House. The ideas of the young 
members in regard to the necessary re- 
forms are interesting. They would re- 
store the House of Lords to its former 
position as a revising body on all legis- 
lation, including financial measures. A 
committee of ten, with Sir John Withers 
as chairman, has been formed, while 
the Peers also have a committee, with 
Lord Selborne in the chair. The two 
bodies will hold a joint meeting shortiy. 


Photographic Plates. 


The first decision of the Import Duties 
Advisory Committee relates to exposed, 
plates. 
The Committee has refused to grant any 
concession in the matter of the heavy 
Customs duties imposed. It is stated that 
the Committee did not consider the 
matter of sufficient urgency to warrant 
any interference with the regulation, 
under which the duty will be continued 
for six months at least. The Newspaper 
Proprietors’ Association asked for urgent 
consideration. of a situation which arose 
when the Customs” officers at Croydon 
placed a nominal value of twenty-five 
pounds on every negative, and asked for 
payment of fifty shillings apiece. It 
seems that the appeal has failed.

Now that the work connected with the 
cargoes of ships which were delayed by 
rough weather and fog, and did not reach 
port before March Ist, has been cleared 
up, conditions are becoming easier at the 
London Customs House. The staff. which 
has been augmented from other Govern- 
ment departments, is settling down to 
the work of calculating and collecting the 
duties on imported goods. Questions have 
arisen whether certain articles are dutiab!e 
or not, but in these cases the officials at 
Whitehall have been consulted, and 
decisions have been given that will guide 
the Customs officers in future cases. 


The Tourist Traffic. 


France, it is said, is overjoyed at the 
prospect that British holiday-makers will 
visit the country again. Since Viscount 
Snowden's stay at home appeal the 
number of British visitors to France has 
shown a decline which is estimated by 
the French National Tourist Office at as 
high a figure as eighty per cent. Just 
what a difterence this has made to the 
French tourist trade may be imagined. 
Negotiations, as it appears, have been 
proceeding for some time in connection 
with the question between the French 
Tourist Office and the British authorities, 
and the change in the British attitude— 
which, of course, was only dictated by 
momentary necessities—is the result cf 
these discussions. It is pointed out that 
the diminution in French hotel prices, 
which is given officially as an average of 
thirty per cent., adequately compensates 
for the fall in the pound, and French 
railway rates have always been lower than 
railway rates in Great Britain. Moreover. 
a great effort is being made to cater for 
second-class, as well as first-class, 
passengers. Second-class sleepers now 
are included on many long-distance trains. 


Holidays in England. 


It is reported, however, that British 
people wishing to spend their summer holi- 
days on the South coast will need to hasten 
their bookings, since there is a striking 
advance in the number of bookings from 
abroad for Easter and the summer. In- 
quiries from Holland, Belgium, Germany 
and France are being made by people 
anxious to eome here because of the ad- 
vantage in the rate ef exchange. Another 
point is that many thousands of Britons 
mean to stay at home for their holidays 
this year. In this connection, the big 
motorist associations are being asked for 
routes in the British Isles instead of routes 
in other lands. In Devon, it is said, things 
have not looked so promising for years, 
and, in addition to huge crowds expected at 
Easter, a very large summer and autumn 
influx is expected. In view of the possi- 
bilities, the holiday resorts are preparing 
for big business.

nyika and Uganda, the itinerary of 
which would cover 7,000 miles. He mentioned 
that on the 15th of this month three 
Southampton flying boats would leave 
Singapore on a training flight to Port Darwin, 
where they would be met by six land planes 
of the Royal Australian Air Force.
